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Wholesale Prices in September (Page 536) 

A decrease in the average is shown for September 
of 0°3 per cent. as compared with August, but an 
increase of 2°2 per cent. as compared with Septem- 
ber, 1933, the index numbers for the three months 
being 88°2, 88'°5 and 86:3 respectively. Both food 
and industrial materials showed decreases in Sep- 
tember as compared with August. The decline in 
industrial materials was the seventh successive 
monthly fall, the aggregate decrease since January 
being, however, only 2°0 per cent. 


Indian Import Trade (Page 539) 

In an increased import trade in the first quarter 
of the fiscal year, as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of 1933, the United Kingdom’s total 
advanced but slightly, the result being a fall in the 
percentage share. On the other hand, Japan main- 
tained its position, Germany made progress and the 
United States resumed active competition. 


Panama Canal Shipping Movement (Page 540) 

From 1927-28 to 1929-30 British tonnage using the 
Canal exceeded that of all other countries, except the 
United States, added together, but in the last four 
years it has been somewhat less than half that of all 
nationalities, excluding the United States. The 
latter’s share was rather smaller in the past seven 
years than in some earlier years. 


South African Tariff Commission (Page 543) 

Appointment has been made by the Governor- 
General of the Union of South Africa of a Commis- 
sion to enquire into, advise and report upon matters 
relating to the Customs Tariff. 


British Railway Traffics (Page 544) 

Passenger journeys taken on standard-gauge rail- 
ways in Great Britain during the first half of 1934 
showed an increase of 52 per cent. as compared 





with the first six months of 1933. Freight tonnage 
carried in the first 28 weeks of 1934 was 10:4 pe 


cent. greater than in the corresponding period of 
1933. 


Australian Imports and Exports (Page 545) 


The principal sources of imports into and the chief 
destinations of exports from Australia in June 
quarter are shown in a tabular statement in which 
the goods concerned are divided into 21 classes. 


Finnish Foreign Trade (Page 548) 


In August last the United Kingdom again ranked 
first as a supplier of goods to Finland, slightly ahead 
of Germany. During the past eight months of the 
current year the United Kingdom supplied 22-9 per 
cent. of the total imports, as against 20°5 per cent. 
in 1938. 


French Foreign Trade (Page 549) 


An unfavourable balance of 4,459 million francs 
for the first eight months of 1934 compares with 
one of 7,579 million frs. in the corresponding period 
of 1933. 


Cuban Tariff Amendments (Page 555) 


A large number of amendments to the Cuban 
Customs Tariff came into force onSeptember1. Some 
of them are intended to clarify the Tariff nomencla- 
ture. Duties on various goods have been lowered and 
on others raised.

Particulars are given of the total quotas allotted 
for the current quarter in respect of various indus- 
trial products for which no division of the quotas 
among the supplying countries has been announced.

Prices in September were on the whole slightly lower 
than in August, the index numbers for both food and 
industrial materials in the aggregate showing de- 
ereases. This is the seventh successive month in 
which a slight fall in the index for industrial materials 
has been recorded, the aggregate decrease since 
January being, however, only 2-0 per cent. 


The weekly index numbers, which are compiled on 
the basis of prices during the period September 1-19, 
1931=100 (i.e. the three weeks prior to the suspension 
of the gold standard in this country), showed a con- 
tinuous fall in food prices during the month, the index 
numbers for the five weeks ended with the period 
September 23-29 being 102°7, 102°3, 101°7, 99-9 and 
993 respectively. Prices of industrial materials 
showed relatively slight movements during the month, 
the index numbers for the five weeks being 109°8, 
110°0, 109-6, 109°2 and 109°4.

The index number for cereals was slightly higher 
than in August, following the substantial rise in prices 
in that month, but during the second half of September 
prices of cereals showed a definite decline. As com- 
pared with August there was also a small increase in 
the meat and fish group, but a decline of 2°5 per cent. 
in “‘ other foods,’’ the food section as a whole showing 
a decrease of 0°6 per cent. Among industrial materials 
an increase of 3 per cent. was recorded for coal and a 
fractional increase for iron and steel, but all other 
groups showed declines. Compared with a year ago 
there was an increase of 12°3 per cent. in the cereals 
group and a smaller rise (4:1 per cent.) for meat and 
fish. The ‘‘ other food ’’ group showed a decline of 
1:2 per cent. Outstanding changes among industrial 
materials were decreases of 12°7, 88 and 7:0 per cent., 
respectively, in “‘ other textiles,’’ “‘ other metals and 
minerals ’’ and wool, and an increase of 14°5 per cent. 
in the cotton group. 


A comparison of the 150 price averages for Septem- 
ber with those relating to August shows 36 increases 
and 60 decreases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 
21 of the former and 26 of the latter. Of the 21 in- 
creases for food 15 were of less than 5 per cent., 5 were

of between 5 and 10 per cent., and one of 14 per cent. 
Of the 26 decreases, 20 were of less than 5 per cent., 
3 were of between 5 and 10 per cent. and 3 were of 
between 13 and 21 per cent. 


The averages for industrial materials show 15 in- 
creases and 34 decreases. Of the former 10 were of 
less than 5 per cent. and 5 were of between 5 and 11 
per cent. The 34 decreases were all of less than 7} per 
cent., 26 being of less than 24 per cent. and 4 of 
between 24 and 5 per cent. 


The table on page 538 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index, 


Of the cereals quotations which are included in the 
table barley advanced by 4 per cent. and oatmeal and 
rice were about 14 per cent. dearer. Flour, Canadian 
wheat and maize decreased by between 44 and 54 per 
cent. In the meat group, Irish and Danish bacou 
were 44 and 74 per cent. dearer, but decreases of 
44, 34 and 24 per cent. were recorded for Scotch beef, 
New Zealand lamb and English mutton respectively. 
Among “‘ other foods ’’ Danish butter was slightly 
dearer and New Zealand butter a little cheaper. An 
increase of 24 per cent. was shown for Cheddar cheese, 
while the prices of tea, cocoa and sugar fell by 53, 8 
and nearly 2 per cent. respectively. 


Of the industrial materials included in the table there 
was little variation in price in the iron and steel group, 
but household coal (Nottingham best brights) showed 
@ seasonal increase of over 8 per cent. Among non- 
ferrous metals zinc was over 7 per cent. cheaper and 
decreases were also recorded for copper and lead. 
Cotton and wool prices generally were slightly lower, 
and among the miscellaneous items there was a 
decrease of 4 per cent. for hides. 


Items not included in the Table.—With regard to 
the commodities the prices for which are included in 
the compilation of the index but not shown in the 
accompanying table, the most noticeable variations in 
the food groups were increases of 94 per cent. for 
certain kinds of barley and for pork, and 14 per 
‘cent. for oranges, and decreases of 6 per cent. for 
Rosafé wheat, 13 per cent. for apples and 154 to 21 
per cent. for potatoes. The changes exceeding 10 per 
cent. were all in respect of commodities in which there 
are marked seasonal changes. 


Of the industrial materials household coal, wool rags 
and calf-skins were dearer, and linseed oil and ox and 
heifer hides cheaper.

During the three months ended June, 1934, the 
value of imports increased, as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1933, by Rs. 3 crores, or 10 per 
cent., amounting to 31 crores, while total exports, in- 
cluding re-exports, rose by Rs. 3,79 lakhs, or 11 per 
cent., to Rs. 38 crores. Exports of Indian merchan- 
dise showed an increase of Rs. 3,86 lakhs, or 11 per

cent., but re-exports decreased by Rs. 7 lakhs, or 9 per 
cent. The grand total of imports, exports and re- 
exports was Rs. 69 crores, as against Rs. 62 crores, an 
increase of Rs. 7 crores, or 11 per cent. 


Emport TRADE 


Although total imports rose from Rs, 28 to Rs. 31 
crores, arrivals from the United Kingdom advanced 
only from Rs. 11°8 to Rs, 12°4 crores, and consequently 
the percentage share fell from 42 to 40. In the short 
space of three months, however, it is unsafe to draw 
any permanent conclusions, and there is, as yet, no 
reason to doubt the ability of the United Kingdom at 
least to maintain her existing share of the trade.|| In 
the following table will be found the imports and the 
percentage of the total trade of leading competitors : —

It will be remarked that Japan is maintaining her 
position notwithstanding reduced shipments of cotton 
textiles. There is abundant evidence. that a serious 
Japanese attack on the woollen piece-goods trade is 
being made, against which the 10 per cent. preference 
is quite inadequate. A Tariff Board enquiry into the 
need for protection of the Indian woollen industry is, 
however, contemplated in the near future. Imports 
from Japan of artificial silk yarns also show a remark- 
able expansion from Rs. 2 to Rs. 18 lakhs. Germany, 
too, has slightly improved her relative position on 
account of increased shipments of such items as yellow 
metal sheets, hardware, dyestuffs, chemicals, etc. 


The United States, as a result of the removal of the 
exchange disability, has now resumed her place as an 
active competitor. Arrivals of American machinery 
doubled during the three months, the imports of 
American motor cars trebled, and that of trucks more 
than doubled during the period. Arrivals of American 
hardware, electrical apparatus, rubber tyres, etc., also 
showed notable expansion. Imports from Belgium fell 
sharply in consequence of materially reduced ship- 
ments of steel, particularly galvanised sheets, and of 
glassware, etc. 


DETAILS OF IMPORTS FROM CHIEF SOURCES 


The Survey gives an extensive review of the import 
trade with the United Kingdom and competing coun- 
tries in textiles, machinery and millwork, metals, iron 
and steel goods, hardware, instruments and apparatus, 
leather, paints and colours, paper, pasteboard and 
stationery, provisions and oilman’s stores, apparel and 
footwear, chemicals and drugs, dyes, earthenware and 
glass, and motor vehicles and tyres.

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From the above tables it will be seen that, for the 
past seven years, rather less than half the total ton- 
nage using the Canal belonged to the United States of 
America, although the tonnage and proportion varied 
somewhat from year to year, the highest proportion 
being 48°5 per cent. in 1929-30 and the lowest 44:3 per 
cent. in 1932-33. In some earlier years the proportion 
had exceeded 50 per cent. Of the other vessels the 
British tonnage aggregated in each year up to and 
including 1929-30 more than that of all other countries 
added together, but in each of the last four years, the 
British tonnage has been somewhat less than half that 
of all nationalities except the United States. It will 
be noted that the British proportion of the total ton- 
nage has shown a practically continuous decline from 
80°5 per cent. in 1927-28 to 23-9 per cent. in 1933-34. 
The total tonnage using the Canal, which had increased 








each year from 1924-25 to 1929-30, declined in 1980-31, 
as compared with the previous year, by 2-2 million tons 
(7-3 per cent.) and in 1931-32 decreased further by 
4°2 million tons (15-0 per cent.). The decline con- 
tinued in 1932-33, but the decrease in comparison with 
the previous year was only 0-8 million tons (3-4 per 
cent.), while in 1933-34 there was an increase of 5°7 
million tons (25-2 per cent.) over the preceding year. 
The total tonnage using the Canal amounted to 
28,567,000 tons, the highest figure recorded since 
1929-30. 


During the year ended June last the tonnage of each 
of the principal countries except Chile and Spain 
showed an increase compared with a year earlier. 
The United States tonnage increased by 3-1 million 
tons (31 per cent.) and the British by 1:2 million tons 
(21 per cent.), while that of all other nationalities in- 
creased by 1-4 million tons (20 per cent.). As in each 
of the four previous years the country taking third 
place as regards commercial traffic through the Canal 
was Norway, whose tonnage last year showed an in- 
crease of 11 per cent. over the previous year. The 
next position in order of magnitude was again held by 
Japan, which in 1932-33 had replaced Germany; 
Japanese tonnage increased by 20 per cent. as com- 
pared with a year earlier. The German tonnage was 
about 5 per cent. greater than in 1932-33, while French 
and Swedish tonnage increased by about one-third. A 
noteworthy feature of the table is the increased ton- 
nage flying the flag of Danzig. In 1929-30, the 
maximum year for tonnage using the Canal, the 
tonnage under this flag was 221,000 tons, or 0-7 per 
cent. of the total; in 1933-34 the tonnage was 559,000, 
or 2:0 per cent. of the total. The marked increase in 
1933-34, as compared with previous years, in the 
tonnage under the Panamanian flag may also be noted, 
the tonnage in that year being more than double that 
in any earlier year.

CARGO CARRIED THROUGH THE CANAL 


In the table on this page particulars are given for the 
years ended June 30, 1926, 1933 and 1934, of the 
national net registered tonnage of the vessels belonging 
to the principal countries using the Canal and of the 
amount of cargo carried by such vessels, together with 
the number of tons of cargo carried per net registered 
ton. The year ended June 30, 1926, is the earliest year 
for which such information has been published. 


It will be seen that in the latest year the average 
amount of cargo per net ton carried by all vessels 
transiting the Canal was appreciably higher than during 
the previous year, an improvement being shown for 
each of the countries specified and for all other coun- 
tries in the aggregate. Compared with 1925-26, the 
co-efficient was less in the case of each of the countries 
shown in the table except Japan and Norway. As in 
the three previous years, Japan and Norway had the 
highest co-efficients, whereas in 1925-26 Germany held 
first place. In each year the British co-efficient was 
the smallest. Factors which may have led to the 
variation in the co-efficient may be changes in the pro- 
portion of vessels passing through the Canal in ballast 
or in the utilisation of existing cargo space, or an in- 
crease or decrease in the proportion of passenger

vessels, which carry relatively little cargo compared 
with their total tonnage. The published statistics do 
not distinguish between vessels in ballast and those 
carrying cargo, nor is any summarised information 
available as to the extent to which vessels are loaded 
with cargo. Particulars relating to each vessel passing 
through the Canal are, however, published monthly. 


DIRECTION OF TRANSITS 


In each year for which statistics are available, i.e. 
since 1926, the number of commercial vessels passing 
through the Canal from Atlantic to Pacific was greater 
than the number transiting the Canal in the reverse 
direction. In the year ended June, 1934, 2,908 vessels 
aggregating 15,102,000 tons net (Panama Canal 
measurement) and carrying 43,688 passengers passed 
through the Canal from Atlantic to Pacific, the corre- 
sponding figures for traffic in the opposite direction 
being 2,625 vessels, 13,465,000 tons net and 35,964 
passengers. 

The number of passengers has been greater in the 
Atlantic-Pacific direction in each of the last few years, 
but it may be noted that the number of vessels carrying 
passengers was greater in the opposite direction in those 
periods for which statistics of the movements of vessels 
carrying passengers were published (i.e. up to 1981-32).

IRISH FREE STATE: CONTROL OF 
MANUFACTURES BILL, 1934 


With reference to the notice under the above head- 
ing in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of July 26 (page 148), it should 
be noted that the Control of Manufactures Bill has 
now passed both Houses. 

In reporting the passage of the Bill, H.M. Trade 
Commissioner in Dublin has called attention to an 
amendment of some importance which was introduced 
by the Senate and accepted by the Dail. The amend- 
ment makes it necessary for companies operating in 
the Free State as Irish Free State controlled com- 
panies (i.e. two-thirds of voting power in Irish Free 
State hands) to have the majority of their directors 
composed of Irish Free State nationals.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA: 
TARIFF COMMISSION 


It is reported to the Department of Overseas Trade 
by H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in the Union of 
South Africa that a Commission has been appointed 
by the Union Government to investigate certain 
aspects of the Union Customs Tariff. The terms of 
reference are :— 

1. The effect of the existing Customs Tariff in so far as it 
has for its object the development of secondary 
industries in the Union. 

2. The principles on which, and the extent to which, pro- 
tection has been granted to industries, whether by 
protective duties, free admission of materials, or 
otherwise, and the extent to which it is necessary 
to maintain the present scale of duties, or the extent 
by which it might be deemed advisable to lower 
or raise the protection granted to particular 
industries. 

3. The extent to which it is feasible to differentiate 
between revenue duties and protective duties. 


It is understood that the Commission will occupy 
about three months travelling throughout the country 
and collecting evidence, and that evidence will be ac- 
cepted from non-Union interests who wish to make re- 
presentations, provided it is submitted through a rest- 
dent representative who canappear personally before the 
Commission and can be examined on the evidence, and 
provided that the evidence submitted is strictly within 
the terms of reference. It is thus gathered that 
evidence put forward from United Kingdom interests 
to the effect that any existing duty is higher than is 
necessary to maintain an efficient local industry and is 
detrimental to any section of the public in the Union 
of South Africa through increasing the cost of living is 
admissible. Evidence relating to revenue duties will 
not be considered. 

The information contained in the preceding para- 
graph has been received by telegram, and is therefore 
subject to confirmation. Any further details received 
which are likely to be of general interest to United 
penpeor exporters will be similarly published in the

METALLIFEROUS MINING AND QUARRYING 
IN JUNE 


The Mines Department has issued a Statement relating to 
the Output and Employment at Metalliferous Mines, 
Quarries, etc., during the Quarter ended June 30, 1934, in 
continuation of the series beginning with the year 1922. 

The Statement shows the quantity and the net selling 
value of the output during the quarter of iron ore and

PASSENGER TRAFFIC IN JUNE 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in 
Great Britain in the month of June, 1934, was 103,326,955, 
an increase compared with June, 1933, of 497,794, or 0-5 
per cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced 
fares rose by 457,960 and those at standard or ordinary 
fares by 39,834. The receipts from passengers (excluding 
season ticket holders) showed a decrease of £295,203, or 
5-9 per cent. If the railway undertakings of the London 
Passenger Transport Board be omitted the figures show a 
decline in journeys of 1,320,631, or 1:8 per cent., and a 
decrease in receipts of £319,116, or 6-9 per cent. For all 
companies the receipts from passenger train traffic (includ- 
ing season tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but 
excluding mails and parcels post) were £304,595 less than 
in June, 1933. 

For the four weeks ended July 14, 1934, the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 910,518 as compared with 
the four weeks ended July 15, 1933. 


Freicgnut Trarric In Four Weexs Enpep Jury 14 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended July 14, 1934, was 
19,372,671, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1933 of 1,092,435 tons, or 6-0 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £6,128,637, a rise of 
£247,337, or 4-2 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 351,351 more than in the corresponding period of 
1933, an increase of 3-7 per cent. The average train load 
increased from 1163 tons to 118 tons, and the net ton-miles 
per engine hour from 446 to 447}.

Central Provinces, September 29.—The weather has been 
cloudy. Till and juar on low-lying lands have been damaged. 
Standing crops are in good condition in the Chattisgarh and 
Berar divisions. 

United Provinces, September 29.—Rainfall has been 
general. Rabi sowing and cotton picking have begun. 
Standing crops are doing well. 

Bombay, October 6.—Rain has been absent in Guzerat, 
except in Broach, Nasik and Poona. More is needed in 
Karnatak. Khariff crops and rabi are progressing in the 
Deccan. 

Sind, October 6.—There has been no rain. The picking of 
American cotton is going on. Rice is being harvested and 
other khariff crops are doing well.

As compared with August, 1933, the value of food, drink 
and tobacco rose by Rs. 615,000 to Rs. 8,954,000 in August, 
1934. Raw materials increased by Rs. 299,000 to 
Rs. 2,163,000, while manufactured articles advanced by 
Rs. 445,000 to Rs. 6 586,000. The following commodities 
showed larger imports : —Rice, cured and maldive fish, 
sugar, coal, fertilisers and motor cars; declines were re- 
corded for cotton goods, liquid fuel, kerosene oil and petrol. 

As compared with August, 1933, the value of exports of 
food, drink and tobacco rose by Rs. 943,000 to Rs. 12,364,000 
in August last. Raw materials advanced by Rs. 2,202,000 to 
Rs. 7,088,000 and manufactured articles declined by 
Rs. 26,000 to Rs. 120,000. As regards individual exports, 
increases were made in tea, rubber and coconut products. 
Shipments of rubber, although larger in value, were smaller 
in quantity. 

During the eight months ended August 31 last the chief 
increase in imports was under the head “ grain and flour,”’ 
while the chief advance in exports occurred in ‘‘ other food 
and drink.”’ 


CYPRUS 


CROP REPORT FOR MID-SEPTEMBER 


Wheat threshing is completed; prices fell slightly from the 
high level reached in the previous month. Barley exports 
continued, and prices were firm, with an upward tendency. 
The general condition of the new plantings of potatoes is 
good; stocks are low. Oranges are developing normally, 
but the Lefka groves are suffering from lack of water. 
Exportation of lemons has taken place during the past 
three or four weeks; the quality is good, but production only 
moderate. Gathering of the carob crop is completed; pro- 
duction in general is 25 per cent. higher than last year. 
Gathering of tobacco leaves is nearing completion; curing is 
proceeding normally, and the quality is expected to be good. 
Prices of cumin and aniseed are maintained, with an 
average demand.—Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in 
London,

FINLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—AUGUST 


(From the British Commercial Secretary) 


HELSINGFORS 


According to recent statistics of Finnish foreign trade, 
August showed little change over the previous month. It is 
now evident from the figures so far published this year that 
the anxiety expressed in the spring lest the decline in the 
surplus of exports should become accentuated were un- 
justified. Not only was the slight surplus of imports which 
was a feature of the first five months of the year com- 
pletely neutralised in June and July, but by the end of 
August a surplus of exports had accrued in excess even of 


the records of previous years. 


Foreign trade in August was exceptional both in respect 
of imports and exports, since imports, contrary to custom, 
slightly declined in comparison with July, while exports 
were maintained on nearly the same level as in the previous 
month, due to the fact that timber sales and shipment were 
somewhat later than normal. As Finnish shippers still have 
considerable stocks at their disposal it seems likely that 
exports will be maintained during the coming months. Thus 
all circumstances point to the fact that the surplus of 
exports may again attain a new record.

The August figures are very typical of the trend in 
Finnish imports in recent years, viz. the rapid revival in 
the import of raw materials, semi-manufactured goods and 
machinery and the comparatively small imports of goods for 
immediate consumption. The heavy decrease in purchases 
of cereals and groceries is, in this connection, significant, 
while the marked decrease in imports of fodder is due to 
restrictive measures. Textiles continue to be an exception 
to the rule, and the value of imported cloths in August, 
24-9 million F.mks., is probably larger than any monthly 
figure since 1929. This increase seems entirely to be due 
to better times and improved purchasing power of the popu- 
lation, since the local textile mills are also increasing their 
production, as may be appreciated from the phenomenal 
purchases of spinning materials. The volume of imports of 
metals, minerals, machinery, timber, rubber, etc., also pro- 
vides evidence of increased industrial output in other direc- 
tions. Only in respect of chemicals is there no improve- 
ment and this is due to the increasing independence of the 
cellulose mills of foreign supplies of sulphur. 


Sources oF IMPORTS 


In August the United Kingdom again ranked first as a 
supplier of goods to Finland slightly ahead of Germany. In 
that month goods were purchased in the United Kingdom to 
an extent of 101-6 million F.mks., or 24-9 per cent. of the 
total imports, in comparison with 86-0 million F.mks, and 
22-2 per cent. in August, 1933. During the first eight 
months of 1934 the United Kingdom supplied 22-9 per cent. 
of Finland’s total imports to a value of 690-8 million F.mks. 
as against 20:5 per cent. and 494:8 million F.mks. in 1933. 


Imports from Germany in August were 97-8 million 
F.mks.; as compared with 101-1 million F.mks. in August, 
1933. During the first eight months of the year purchases 
of German goods reached 641-1 million F.mks., which is 
almost exactly the same as during the first eight months 
of 1933. Thus Germany has not shared in the general 
revival of the Finnish import trade.

FRANCE 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—AUGUST 
(From the British Embassy) 


Paris 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first eight 
months of 1934 show that the value of imports amounted to 
16,001 million francs, as against 19,461 million frs. in the 
first eight months of 1933, a decrease of 3,460 million frs., 
or 17-7 per cent., and that of exports to 11,541 million frs., 
as against 11,882 million frs., a decrease of 341 million frs., 
or 2°9 per cent. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,623 million 
frs. (24-6 per cent.), those of raw materials by 1,333 million 
frs. (14-2 per cent.), and of manufactured articles 505 mil- 
lion frs. (14-6 per cent.). Exports of foodstuffs rose by 29 
million frs. (1-9 per cent.), and of raw materials by 346 mil- 
lion frs. (11-4 per cent.), but there was a fall of 716 million 
frs. (9-8 per cent.), in those of manufactured articles. 

During the first eight months of the year there was an 
unfavourable balance of visible exchanges amounting to 
4,459 million frs., as against one of 7,579 million frs. in the 
corresponding period of 1933. 

As regards weight, imports in the first eight months of the 
year amounted to 30,985,000 tons, as against 32,534,000 
tons in the corresponding period of 1933, a decrease of 
1,549,000 tons. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 864,000 tons, 
of raw materials by 657,000 tons and of manufactured 
articles by 28,000 tons. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 12,000 
tons, of raw materials by 1,492,000 tons and of manufac- 
tured articles by 255,000 tons.

Hungary’s trade balance was, therefore, passive for the 
month of June and closed with a surplus of imports over 
exports amounting to 0-1 million pengés, as against an 
active balance of 4:8 million pengés in July, 1933. 

During the first seven months of the current year imports 
amounted to 197 million pengés, as compared with 169-5 
million pengés in the same period of 1933, while exports 
totalled 214-5 million pengés and 189-5 million pengés, re- 
spectively. It will be seen that an active trade balance of 
17-5 million pengés was recorded as against 20 million 
pengés in the same period of 1933.

SWEDEN 
CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY 


The economic position in Sweden was, on the whole, satis- 
factory during the second quarter of 1934. This was most 
apparent in the employment figure, which rose to 3:55 
(3 = good average) from 3:24 during the first quarter, and 
is the highest recorded figure for this period of the year 
since 1920. All industrial groups, with the exception of the 
chemico-technical industry, reported more than moderately 
good employment. The figures for the textile industry, 
and also for the iron and steel industry, were particularly 
favourable. 

The expansion in foreign trade, which has been notable 
during the past year, continued during the second quarter. 
As exports increased still more rapidly than imports, the 
quarter resulted in an export surplus of 8-8 million kronor, 
which is very unusual at this time of the year, 


TIMBER, PAPER AND [RON 


With regard to the saw-mills industry, the stimulated 
export business in wood-goods in the spring was followed 
by a period of very limited sales, which lasted through the 
early summer months. The quantities sold, which amounted 
to no less than 575,000 standards roughly at the end of 
April, rose slowly afterwards to about 700,000 standards at 
the end of July. The corresponding figure for last year 
was 630,000 standards. 

In the paper pulp industry it will be noted that about 
80 per cent. of the estimated output of chemical pulp for 
1934 having already been sold in April, sales during the 
summer for delivery during the current year have con- 
sequently not been very considerable, though a further 5 to 
7 per cent. found a market. A number of sales for next 
year have also been concluded, although political and 
economic uncertainty contribute towards restricting pur- 
chases. The position of mechanical pulp is unchanged. The 
shortage of water still gives rise to difficulties for this 
industry, and sales for delivery next year have only recently 
been of any volume. 

The position of the Swedish iron market was also favour- 
able during the second quarter. The ironworks were fully 
employed, and ihe level of prices in general was firm. A 
considerable increase in production was shown in comparison 
both with the quarter immediately preceding and with 
April-June, 1933. 

At the beginning of the summer the freight market was 
fairly firm, the index figure (1913 = 100) rising to 105 in 
June, as against 101 in May and 99 in March. Asa result 
of a slight setback for timber and pulp freights, however, 
the index figure fell to 104 during July.—Swedish Con- 
sulate-General in London.

The Board of Trade are informed that the Treaty of 
Commerce and Navigation between Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia which was signed on February 10 was brought 
‘rovisionally into force on March 7 of this year. The 
following are some of the principal provisions of the Treaty : 


The citizens of either Party are given most-favoured- 
nation rights for purposes of establishing and carrying on 
trade and industry within the territories of the other, and 
in all matters of taxes or duties payable in regard to their 
persons and property or the exercise of business, trade or 
professions of any kind. 


The companies of either Party which are established in 
the territory of the other in accordance with the laws there 
in force are to be legally recognised and to have free access 
to the Courts. Subject to exceptions as regards special 
favours arising from the grant of concessions, they will 
enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment in every respect and, 
as regards taxation, they will be treated on the same foot- 
ing as national companies. 


Either Party will give most-favoured-nation treatment to 
goods imported from, or exported to, the territory of the 
other in all matters of Customs duties and Customs 
formalities. Exception is made as regards the temporary 
Customs regime between Poland and German Upper Silesia 
and privileges accorded by Poland to Latvia, Estonia, 
Lithuania and Finland, as well as the usual exceptions as 
regards Customs unions and frontier traffic. Most-favoured- 
nation treatment is also provided as regards restrictions and 
prohibitions, apart from those instituted for such special 
purposes as the preservation of public safety, the control 
of traffic in arms, the protection of animal and plant life, 
the extension to foreign products of a system of regulation 
applied to the correlative home products, the protection of 
the State’s vital interests in extraordinary and unusual 
conditions, etc. 


Each Party agrees that the agricultural and industrial 
products specified in Schedules A and B attached to the 
Treaty, originating in and coming from the Customs terri- 
tory of the other Party, shall, upon importation, not be 
subjected to higher Customs duties than those fixed in the 
respective Schedules. (See Note.) 


Each Party reserves the right to require certificates of 
origin to accompany goods claiming rights under the Treaty 
and to demand the legalisation of such certificates by its 
consular or diplomatic representatives, except in cases where 
the certificate is issued by a State authority. Both Parties 
will conform to the stipulations of the International Con- 
vention for the Simplification of Customs Formalities of 
1923. 


As regards internal taxation, the goods of either Party 
are to enjoy national treatment in the territory of the 
other or, if similar goods are not produced in the territory 
of the other, most-favoured-nation treatment, 


Measures will be taken by both parties to prevent unfair 
competition and to suppress any illegal use of declarations 
of origin, especially in regard to hops, food products, beer, 
mineral water and mineral water products. 


Business men or commercial travellers of either Party 
possessing an identity certificate to show that they pay the 
legally prescribed taxes to enable them to carry on their 
business in their own country, are free to solicit orders from 
samples in the territory of the other and are exempted from 
any special fees in this respect. They may bring with them 
samples or models and will enjoy in all respects most- 
favoured-nation treatment. 

The ships and cargoes of either Party are to enjoy 
national treatment in the ports of the other and the certifi- 
cates of measurement of sea-going ships issued by each Party 
are to be recognised by the other. 

Poland reserves the right to declare the Free City of 
‘Danzig a Party to the Treaty. 

The Treaty is to be ratified and the mstruments of rati- 
fication are to be exchanged at Warsaw as soon as possible. 
It is to enter into force fifteen days after the exchange of 
ratifications, but may be brought into force provisionally at 
an earlier date. It remains in force until three months 
after notice of denunciation may have been given by either 
Party. 

A Final Protocol, which forms an inseparable part of 
the Treaty, contains reservations and explanations in ampli- 
fication of certain Articles of the Treaty, and includes, inter

(2) All other foreign countries, each 10,500 yards. 


Provided, that notwithstanding the imports of regulated 
textiles for the quota period have attained the quota 
ordained for Japan, regulated textiles which shall be proved 
to the satisfaction of the Treasurer to have been ordered, 
prior to the 7th day of May, 1934, and subsequently shipped 
and consigned from Japan to any part of the Presidency, 
and which shall arrive in the Presidency before the 30th day 
of September, 1934, may be imported and admitted on pay- 
ment of a quota surcharge; 


Provided also that the Treasurer may refuse to allow the 
importation of any regulated textiles so ordered before the 
7th day of May, 1934, where insufficient documentary or 
other evidence relating to the date of the order, the country 
of origin and the person who placed the order is produced ; 


Provided further that except in the case of sales to con- 
sumers no regulated textiles ordered as aforesaid shall be 
sold or transferred to, or imported under the name of, any 
other but the person who ordered the goods in the first 
instance. 


4, Quota Surcharge.—The quota surcharge upon all regu- 
lated textiles which exceed the quota allocated to any 
foreign country and which are allowed to be imported under 
the provisions of paragraph 3 (2) of this proclamation shall 
be as follows :— 


From 1 to 10,000 yards in excess of the quota, 100 per 
centum. 


From 10,001 to 20,000 yards in excess of the quota, 
200 per centum.

In a number of cases the amendments are designed 
to clarify the nomenclature of the Tariff, since the many 
modifications which have been made in it, since its enforce- 
ment in 1927, have produced some confusion as to the proper 
classification of certain articles. 


Hitherto a number of Tariff headings relating to 
machinery, apparatus, etc., have been divided into A—those 
articles in which copper or its alloys do not predominate 
as components of chief value, and B—those in which com- 
ponents of copper or its alloys represent the chief value, the 
duty on the latter being higher than on the former. These 
two categories have now been amalgamated, and in some 
eases the original duties on non-copper articles now apply to 
the whole class and in others an intermediate rate has been 
fixed. 


The lewer rate now applies in the case of locomotives and 
sewing, embroidery, weaving and spinning machines; and 
an intermediate rate has been fixed in the following cases : — 
Weighing apparatus of all types; machinery or apparatus 
for making or refining sugar or alcohol; agricultural 
machinery and implements; stationary or other engines of 
all kinds; pumps; turntables and cranes; office instruments 
such as typewriters, cash registers, calculating machines and 
the like; telephones, electrical machines and apparatus, dry

cells and storage batteries; and all other machines and 
apparatus which are not specially mentioned in the Tariff. 


Articles upon which the import duty has been increased 
include the following:—Incandescent electric bulbs; 
wrought iron or steel in bars, rods, rims and hoops; iron or 
steel beams, bars and shapes not cut to measure intended 
for structural use; copper wire and cables, covered for elec- 
trical purposes; cotton yarn for the manufacture of textiles; 
rayon yarn; maize and oats; corn flour and oat meal. 


Reductions have been made in the import duties on the 
following articles: Water paints and calcimines; cast iron 
water pipes of diameter 6 inches or less; sheet copper of 
weight not exceeding 3 ounces per square foot; gunpowder 
and fuses; knitted wares of pure or mixed wool; natural 
silk yarn in skeins, spools, etc., for the manufacture of tex- 
tiles; sanitary paper; complete passenger motor cars; 
chassis of passenger motor cars and lorries; railway coaches 
and trucks; salted and smoked pork; bacon and ham; lard 
and lard oil; compound lard; chicken feed; refined and un- 
refined oils of cotton-seed, soya bean and maize; cigarettes ; 
and waterproof fabrics of cotton in the piece for motor car 
hoods or upholstering. 


The Customs duty on rice has been increased, but the 
consumption tax has been abolished, with the result that 
the dues payable on imported rice are approximately the 
same as formerly.

RENEWALS OF IMPORT QUOTAS: 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of September 30 contains 
an Order, dated September 29, which fixes as follows the 
quotas for the import into France during the fourth 
quarter of this year of those agricultaral products which 
have been subject to quota during previous periods. As 
hitherto, the import of these goods is subject to licence; 
import permits will only be granted for the importation 
of clearly defined goods forming the object of commercial 
contracts concluded subject to a licence being granted, but 
the Minister of Agriculture may dispense with this require- 
ment when he deems it expedient. 

Seventy-five per cent. of the quotas shown below may be 
reserved for countries which grant corresponding facilities 
for the import of French goods.

CONTROL OF SEED WHEAT, POTATOES AND 
OATS

GERMANY 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON SANITARY FAIENCE 
AND STONE WARES (AGREEMENT WITH 
THE NETHERLANDS) 


An Order, dated September 17, 1934, issued in accordance 
with an Exchange of Notes on September 14, 1934, amend- 
ing the German-Netherlands Commercial Treaty of Decem- 
ber 15, 1933, provides, from September 20 to December 31, 
1934, for a reduced Customs duty of 9 Rm. per 100 kilogs, 
on wares of faience or fine stoneware, not elsewhere men- 
tioned in the Tariff, of one colour, for sanitary purposes (ez 
Tariff No. 730 of the German Customs Tariff), up to a 
quantity equal to 28 per cent. of those goods falling under 
Tariff No. 730, which, according to the German official im- 
port returns, was imported from the individual contracting 
or most-favoured-nation State into the German Customs 
territory during 1932. 

Note 1.—By wares for sanitary purposes, within the 
meaning of the above conventional provisions, are intended 
fixtures connected with waterpipes or drainage, such as 
baths, washing-stands, lavatories and the like. 

Note 2.—Clearance of wares of faience or fine stoneware 
for sanitary purposes at the conventional rate is permissible 
at the option of each contracting State or of each State 
entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment, either through 
Custom houses specified for each individual State by the 
Minister of Finance, under Agreements entered into 
between the States or, without designation of any specified 
Custom houses, on production of contingent warrants made 
out or certified by a German Custom house, according to 
special agreement made with the Government of the Reich. 
In cases where clearance is confined to specified Custom 
houses, clearance at the conventional rate is permissible 
only on production of a contingent warrant made out by a 
department of the individual contracting or most-favoured- 
nation State, where an Agreement has been made to that 
effect with the State concerned. 


IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for August, 1934, at 8,514,600 metric tons (i.e. 
an increase of 14 per cent. over 74 million metric tons). In 
accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement of 
April 18, 1933, between the United Kingdom and Germany, 
the quota for the importation into the German Customs 
Area of coal and coke from the United Kingdom for 
October, 1934, has therefore been correspondingly increased 
from the minimum of 180,000 metric tons to 205,200 metric 
tons. 


GREECE 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN RAW MATERIALS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has forwarded translation of a Decree, dated April 16 and 
effective on April 20, which provides for the importation into 
Greece, against temporary deposit of Customs duty and 
other charges, of iron, rolled or drawn, unwrought, in bars 
(Tariff No. 62a) suitable for the manufacture of ordinary 
nails, tacks, screws and rivets destined for re-exportation. 

The Customs duty and other taxes will be deposited with 
the competent Customs cashier against a receipt in duplicate 
upon delivery of the goods.

TEMPORARY IMPORTATION FACILITIES 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of September 22 con- 
tains a Royal Decree-Law, dated September 20, in force on 
publication, which provides for the temporary importation 
facilities indicated below : —

EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’”? (Rome) of September 22 con- 
tains a Royal Decree-Law, dated September 20, which 
authorises the Minister of Finance to limit and prohibit the 
export of goods in addition to those already subject to re- 
striction by Royal Decree-Law of November 14, 1926. 


In virtue of the above authorisation a Ministerial Decree, 
dated September 27 and published in the ‘‘ Gazzetta 
Ufficiale ” of October 1, prohibits, from that date, the ex- 
port of mercury ore (ex Tariff No. 274f) and mercury (Tariff 
No. 375). 


IMPORT QUOTAS 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ (Rome) of October 2 contains 
a Ministerial Decree, dated September 27, which prohibits 
the import into Italy, except under licence, of the following 
commodities: —

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rome 
reports that a quota of 280 kilogs. has been allocated to 
the United Kingdom in respect of silk tissues for the final 
quarter of 1934, and a quota of 12,400 kilogs. of fresh but- 
ter to Australia for the whole of 1934.

YUGOSLAV GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS 


The Commercial Secretary to the British Legation 
at Belgrade has forwarded a translation of Chapter III 
of a new Law of State Accounting which appeared in 
the Yugoslav ‘* Official Gazette ’’ of July 19. This 
chapter deals with tendering for Government. contracts, 
and Article 179 thereof provides that the prefer- 
ence granted for the purpose of affording protection to 
national industry and labour shall not exceed 15 per 
cent. of the prices quoted for foreign products. 

The Law will not come into force until April 1, 
1936. Meantime the translation of Chapter III is

Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con-

ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for par- 
ticular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms;

therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 


behalf.
